| PTALIANS CAPTURE 


TWO MOUNTAIN TOPS 


New Successes Won in the Tren- 
tino—Austrian Defense Stiff- 
ening in Many Sectors. 


ROME, July 5.—New successes have 
been’ won by the Italians in. their, of- 
fensive in the Trentino, the War Office 
announced today. They have occupied 
thé summit of Monte Corno, northwest 
of the Pasubio, and captured the crest 
of Monte Sellugio. .The Austrian re- 
sistance is.increasing in several: sectors, 
but various attempts at counterattacks. 
have been repulsed, The official state- 
ment follows: 

Between the Adige and the Brenta 
thé-enemy is making every effort to 
contest our advance and has attempted 

to counterattack at various — In 

the A Valley, during the night 
of July we repulsed an attack on 
the Monte Zugna es. 

Yesterday, after several attempts, 
our Alpine troops reached the summit 

of Monte Corno, northwest of. the 
ubio. 

In the upper Astico Basin, in spite 
of difficulties and the enemy's re- 

nee, we captured the crest of 

Monte..Sellugio and advanced toward 
Rio Fereddo and the Astico. 

On the Sette Communi plateau noth- 
ing of importance occurred. 

nh the Campelle Valley, near Maso 

Beranta, after intense artillery _- 
aration, the enemy attacked our posi- 
tions on Prima Luneta, but was driven 
off with hea loss, leaving some 
prisoners and ree machine guns in 
our hands. 

Along the Isonzo front the artillery 
activity. has increased. Fighting in 

the Monfalcone sector has continued. 
We took some prisoners, two machine 
guns and a trench mortar. 


BERLIN, July 5, (by Wireless to 
Sayville. )—The iatest official Austrian 
report of operations on the Italian 
front. dated July 1, has been received 
here. It follows: 

On the Doberdo heights f hting 
activity decréased considerably in the 
northern sector after violent sngsee- 
ments in which the sein pee ge, 3 ans 
maintained all their posi n the 
southern sector the teolinne continued 
their attacks, which were repulsed, 
and then began a general bombard- 
ment. 

On the Carinthian front Alpine de- 
tachments unsuccessfully made an at- 
tack north of the Seebach Valley. 
Between the Brenta and the Adige 
hostile advances failed against the 
Austro-Hungarian positions in the dis- 
trict of Cimadeici and Monte Zebo and 
afterward upon Monte Indrietto; and 
positions in the Pasubio and Brand 
valléys and on a ridge. Arico 
was shelled by Italian guns. 

Austro-Hungarian naval aeroplanes 
extensively bombarded the towns of 
Vincanziano Bestrigna-Varan- 
gzano, where Italian troops were ob- 
served, and the works of. Adria. 


RUMANIAN PARTIES 
UNITE FOR ENTENTE 


Balgaria Interning Subjects of 
Hostile Powers and Seques- 
trating Their Property. 


LONDON, July 5.—Military activities 
are being revived in the Balkans and 
the successes of the Entente Allies are 
rerorted to have caused a renewal of 
the propaganda of pro-Entente politi- 
cians in both Greece and Rumania.

VIENNA, June 5, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Americans who 
have lived in Austria for the last two 
years have been delighted of: late to 
notice a distinct change in the feeling 
of the:public, a return to the old popu- 
Jarity which Americans always enjoyed 
here. This change has been noticeable 
nowhere more plainly than in the press, 
which ‘has insisted that good relations 
‘between Austria and Hungary, and .the 
Republic are desirable for both sides. 

One factor is the emigration question, 
which touchés Hungary more acutely 
than it does Austria. It is a factor that 
involves some $150,000,000 a ‘year, for 
this is the sum which it is estimated is 
sent back to Hungary annually by its 
citizens who in normal peace times 
Wander to America. So consistently 
have these emigrants sent back part of 
their earnings that the Government hag 
come to take it into careful account 
when budget and taxation matters come 
up each year, 

A second factor concerns the bath and 
cure resorts of Austria, formerly pat- 
ronized chiefly by the English, French, 
and Russians, and now suffering cruel- 
ly from the war, having to exist on 
mone too free-handed local and Ger- 
man patronage. The shrew owners fig- 
ure the matter in this way: No matter 
how the war comes out, it will be a 
decade before the old peace-time patron- 
age from England, France, and Russia 
can be won back. Americans, however, 
they believe, will almost certainly flock 
to Europe once peace is declared, and 
they hope that the resorts in Austria 
can be made to coax from Americans 
the huge Sums they formerly drew from 
other foreigners, 

The Austro-American steamship lines 


constitute a third factor, for the the- 
orists count on an unprecedented influx 
of travelers to Europe from the United 
States, an influx that very conceivably 
may tax to the ‘ittermost” limit all ex-

ASSAILS GERMAN RULERS} 


Socialist Document Says War Is 
the. Crime, Not the Starva- 
tion That Follows It.

BERNE, July 5; (Dispatch to the Lon- 
don Morning Post.) — Swiss Socialist 
newspapers reproduce the text of a 
manifesto which is .being distributed 
throughout the German Empire, in spite 
of the authorities, by ‘a section of the 
Socialist party which, led by Herr Haase 
and Herr Ledebous, is opposing the con- 
tinuance of the war. The broadsheet 
bears the title “ hunger,’’ and following 
are some of the chief paragraphs: 

“In Leipsic, Charlottenburg, Bruns- 
wick, Magdeburg, Coblenz, Osnabruck, 
and many other places there are noisy 
gatherings of hungry people in front of 
the provision shops. The only reply 
the Government has to the hungry cry 
of the masses is martial law, the police 
sabre, and military: patrols. 

“Dr. von Bethmann Holiweg accudes 
England of the crime of making Ger- 
many hunger, and those whose. in- 
terest it is to continue war repeat it 


after him. The German Government 
must know, however, that this would 
rer ang 4 ‘happen; that @ war against 
Russia, Frince, and England — lead 
to the isolation of Germany, and that 
it has always been the endeavor of bel- 
ligerents to cut off the enemy’s sup- 
=. It is the war that is the crime:

THE PARALYSIS EPIDEMIC. 

There were 2,500 cases. during the 
epidemic of poliomyelitis, or infantile 
paralysis, in New York nine years 
ago, and the death rate was onjy 5 
per cent. Im the epidemic of this year 
there have been 637 cases, with a 
mortality rate of about 21 per cent. 
Daily reports show that the summit of 
thé rising curve which marks the 
number of those taken ill has not yet 
been reached. It is quite probable 
that the end of the epidemic will not 
be seen until the beginning of Oc- 
tober, 

For several reasons the treatment 
of an epidemic of this disease presents 
great difficulties to physicians as well 
as to the sanitary authorities. The 
cause of the malady-is.a microbe, a 
germ, the. existence of which is 


known, although; becatise “it ts very} 


small, it has*not’been isolated and rec- 
ognized. No antitoxin, serum, .cura- 
tive or preventive, ig, ‘yet available. 
The period of incubation after infec- 
tien has not been deterniined, nor is 
it known how long there may be dan- 
ger of infection from a patient who 
has recovered. The method of infec- 
tion has not’been gurely’ ascertained, 
at least so: far 4s. carriers’ are con- 
cerned, but the germs enter through 
the nose or throat. There is no known 
curative remedy. Much depends upon. 
the care given to a patient and the 
efforts made to prevent, the perma- 
nent crippling « of those ‘who’ do not

TIME FOR THE MAYOR TO. ACT. 

“Tn his address ‘{n Washington on 
‘Tuesday, at the dedication of the new 
‘bullding of the American Federation 
of Labor, President Witson made ah 
earnest plea for the application of law 
and réason to the settlement of indus- 
trial disputes: His words have such 
an immediate significance for the gar- 
mént manufacturers and their locked- 
out employés in this.city that we in- 
Vite for them a careful consideration: 

If you come at me with. your fists 
doubled, I think, I can promise you 
that mine will double as fast as yours, 
but if yok come at mie and say, * Let 
us sit down and take counsel together, 
and,” if we differ from ore another, 
understand why it is we differ from 
one another, just what the points at 
issue are,’ we will. presently find that 
we are not so far apart after ali—that 
the points In which we differ are few 
and the points In which ‘we agree are 
many, and that if we only had the 
patience antl the candor and the de- 
‘sire to get together we -will get to- 
gether. 

The trouble in a great many of the 
labor contests we have had, my. fel- 

low-citizgens, as you will bear me out 
in saying, is that.one side or the other 
did not wish to sit down and talk it 
over, and that the great difficulty in 
the settlement of a great many labor 
disputes has been the difficulty of get- 
ting candid and dispassionate confer- 
ence with regard to the points at issue. 

The strike of the garment workers is 
now in its tenth week. Both parties to 
the dispute havé suffered grievously, 
neither has approached any nearer to- 
ward victory. We believe the time is 
ripe for a repetition of the Mayor’s 
offer of conciliation, unwisely rejected 
by the Manufacturers’ Association last 
April. 

July and August constitute the 
busiest season of the year in the gar- 
ment industry. . If the struggle is pro- 
longed through the Summer months 
the manufacturers will sustain enor- 
mous losses and many of them may be 
driven to give ‘up business or to leave 
the city. The workers and those de- 
pendent on them will suffer {n in- 
creased measure. .The public, too, will 
suffer in the prostration of a large in- 
dustry and the idleness of many thou- 
sands of men. If the Mayor will again 
invite both sides “ to sit down and talk 
it over,” we are confident that they 
will-accept his good offices. gratefully.

WHAT 18 LABOR? 
Inasmuch as the President was a 
guest of the Federation of Labor on 
the Fourth of July he could not polite- 
ly rebuke his hosts. Urbanity required 
that what he said should be-compli- 
mentary, if the favor were to be recip- 
rocated,. but nothing reqtired that he 
should select topics upon which silence 
would have been prudent, nor. that 
what he said should be such as to in- 
vite dissent, because displeasing and 
injurious to numbers much. greater 
than those whose favor it is natural 
for him to seek. For example, accord- 
ing to The Associated Press report: 
Nothing that the President sald 
aroused such enthusiasm as his praise 
of that section of the Clayton act de- 
claring that labor is not a commodity. 

**T am sorry,” he said, “that there 
were Judges in the United States who 
had to be told that. It is so obvious 
that it seems to me that that section 
of the Clayton act was a return to

The intent of the Clayton law, em- 
bodying the ‘idea that labor is not a 
commodity, is to deprive workers of 
the protection of injunction against 
any of the measures used by unions 
for the constraint of those with .whom 
they may have cause of disagreement. 

Capital and labor seldom or never dif- 
fer regarding whether or not, labor is 
a commodity. They do not bother about 
it, having, troubles enough with, the 
settlement of such practical matters 
as the rate of pay, the conditions of 
employment, and 80. on, -‘The question 
of whether or not labor is entitled to 
the protection of the law as property, 
or a ‘commodity, or anything else, 
arises most often between two unions, 
each claiming the sole right to that 
particular work. Both cannot have it, 
even if it is not.a commodity. Another 
large class of cases is that between 
unions or strikers and strikebredakers. 
Unorganized workers are sufficiently 
helpless without. delivering them over 
bound to.the mercies of the. unions, 
with dispensation from punishment for 
whatever they may do in support of 
the theory that labor is not a commod- 
ity, and therefore not entitled to the 
protection of the law. Is it not more 
humane, nearer to primary and un- 
alterable truth, to assert and defend 
agaitist any and all attack. the prin- 
ciple that labor is the sacredest sort of 
property, and that society should de- 
fend it? In the words of:one of the 
Judges with whom the President dif- 
fers: 

That a man cannot resort to equity 
respecting his property right to. work 
in the ordinary case simply because he 
is a Jaboring man,’ and*that’ he cannot 
have the benefit of an Injunction when 
such remedies are open freely to own- 
ers of other kinds of property, needs 
scarcely more than a statement to 
demonstrate that such a man is not 
guarded in his property rights under 
the law to the same extent as others. 

That decision wag rendered in Mass- 
achusetts, under a statute which the 
Federation has officially declared to 
be the “model” which the various 
States should enact as their Clayton 
law, thus giving the Federation both 
interstate and intrastate power. The 
question reaches the dignity of a Presi- 
dential issue, since the President takes 

& position upon it, and since the Feder- 
ation is pressing the point throughout 
the Union. Both the national con- 
ventions treated the Federation as a 
dangerous ally, which. increases the 
mystery why the President should 
take a course of his own, and one so 
open to question.

COURTING THE UNITED STATES. 

There is a quick echo to the plan of 
the Eintente Allies to -boycott the 
United States after the war as part 
of their economic campaign against 
the Central Powers.. In order to make 
themselves independent of British 
steamships and finance Dr. Dzrn- 
BURG is now. proposing to Hungary 
that 

Austrian and German’ importers and 
exporters agree not to employ British 
shipping or agents, while the use of 
British banks. and British capital un- 
der the schemé would be largely re-. 
placed with the ald of American banks, 
which will be asked to establish 
\branches in Berlin; Vienna, and Buda- 
pest. 

National conspiracies in trade:are as 
objectionable as’ between individuals, 
and even more difficult to make ef- 
fective. The observation that individu- 
als would think more of their profit 
than of the national arrangement to 
boycott the, United States applies 
equally to the combination to finance 
the Central Powers here. That would 
depend on ‘what ia thought aboyt it 
here, as well as what is thought by 
individual citizens of Austria and 
Germany. No dovbt, after the war, 
in calmer moments, t will follow 
the usual inducements, but there can 
be no presuniption tn favor of accdm- 
modating the Powers now so busily 
engaged in offending the age reR 
ities of the United States. . 

- Such’ considerations are ,little itkety 
to alter war plans, but it may be said 
that plans to. follow the war may as 
well be made ‘here « as elsewhere. The 
warring nations will not have the sole

Priest of pacifism 
when he addressed the eminently re- 
spectable exponents of education in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, his speech was al- 
most ‘if not quite that of a militant when 
his auditors were the members of: Sing 
Sing’s Welfare League. At any rateé, 
there was in his voice no evidence of the 
grief he can so well express, when he 
chooses, as hé told the convicts that’ in 
his recent journeyings through many 
States he had seen everywhere bodies of 
men, large and small, moving toward 
the Mexican border, 

These men Mr. . Brran described as 
patriots, not as bloodthirsty: ruffians, 
and their. numbers and enthusiaam for 
military service he used -as proof that 
soldierly devotion still abounded 
throughout all this estimable land of 
ours, The sequestrates who heard Mr. 
Brraw thus gloat over the military effi- 
clency of the United States must have 
been .surprised—they read the papers 
nowadays—but they were seemingly 
pleased, and, if they had any doubts as 
to the adequacy of the preparedness 
which so impressed the genial orator, 
they were courteous enough not to ask 
any embarrassing questions. 

They were equally polite when Mr.
